Ford Assembly Lines Shut Down 


DETROIT

Ford 
Motor Co. m anufacturing and 
assem bly lines were shut down 
today by the third nationwide 
strike in the com pany’s history 
and 170,000 workers were off 
the 
job 
in 
a 
billion-dollar 
contract dispute. 
The strike by the United Auto 
W orkers 
was 
the 
largest 
industrial shutdown since Gen­ 
eral Motors was closed by its 
400,000 blue collar employes for 
67 days in 1970. But it is not 
expected to have any severe 
economic repercussions unless 
it drags out for more than 30 
days. 
The strike officially began at 
11:59 p.m. EDT Tuesday. 
The

blackout and the usual down-to-

MISHAWAKA, Ind. (UPI) — A man honored as 
Indiana’s social worker of the year in 1975 and his wife 
were shot to death Tuesday at a counseling center he 
directed Their son was slightly wounded. 
Officials said Robert Pollitt, 52, director of the Family 
and Children’s Center, was shot as he answered the 
front door. 
The assailant then killed Pollitt’s wife, Rose, 52. Her 
body was found in the family living room. 
The couple’s son, George, 25, was shot in the hand. He 
was released from a hospital after treatm ent. 
Authorities said a man who once lived at the center 
was sought as a suspect. They learned the suspect 
visited the agency earlier Tuesday, left, then returned. 
Ile started shooting when Pollitt opened the door. 
The Pollitt residence is on the sam e grounds as the 
children's center, which is frequently made the ward of 
children 
in custody cases. 
It also serves 
as an 
orphanage. 
The suspect fled in a car. A vehicle that matched the 
description of the one he drove was later found 
abandoned in South Bend. 
Pollitt last year was named social worker of the year 
by the Indiana chapter of the National Association of 
Social Workers.

Meets With 


Nyerere

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania 
(UPI) — Secretary of State 
Henry 
Kissinger 
met 
with 
Tanzanian 
President 
Julius 
Nyerere today to begin his 
shuttle diplomacy 
aimed 
at 
trying to avoid an all-out racial 
war in southern Africa. 


The major topic of Kissin 
ger’s talk with Nyerere was 
expected to be Rhodesia, where 
black nationalists are waging a 
guerrilla 
war 
against 
the 
country’s white regime. 
Nyerere — one of the four 
“frontline” presidents in black 
Africa — is regarded as a key 
figure in the coalition of black 
countries 
that 
oppose 
the 
Rhodesian 
white 
m inority 
regime of Premier Ian Smith. 
Nyerere 
has 
told 
some 
officials privately he has been 
assured that the United States’ 
pressure 
on 
the 
Rhodesian 
government is working and that 
Smith will either have to come 
to 
negotiations 
for 
black 
majority rule or give up power. 
The 
president 
also 
told 
diplomats he was not willing to 
wait indefinitely for a change in 
Rhodesia 
and 
will 
demand 
results in a few months or else 
abandon his support of Kissin­ 
ger’s peace efforts. 
Kissinger, who arrived 
in 
Tanzania Tuesday night, said 
every step in his bid to resolve 
the racial conflicts in southern 
Africa will be closely coordinat­ 
ed with Nyerere and the other 
“frontline” 
presidents 
from 
Botswana, 
Mozambique, 
and 
Zambia. 


All these countries support 
the nationalist war in Rhodesia. 
“We will do nothing that is 
not requested,” Kissinger said 
in a statement on arrival. 


“The United States wants 
nothing for itself except its 
interest 
in 
peace 
and 
in 
economic and social progress. 
The conflict we are trying to 
end is a conflict that will affect 
most of the people of Africa.” 


Reporters aboard the Kissing­ 
er plane were told en route to 
Tanzania that the the Soviet 
Union was working actively at 
the United Nations and else­ 
where to try to defeat the 
Kissinger mission 


U.S. officials explained that 
the Soviet opposition was being 
expressed on the diplomatic 
level, attempting to convince 
African nations the mission was 
not for their benefit. 


The officials appeared neither 
deeply concerned nor surprised 
since the action was in line 
with 
the 
Soviet 
policy 
of 
support for wars of national 
liberation.

Evans explained the disease 
comes from a virus carried in 
migratory birds, and when the 
birds are bitten by the mosquito, 
the virus is transferred to the 
mosquito Evans also told the 
membership that the mosquito 
carries this disease until it 
transm its it to human by biting 
He 
explained 
that 
the 
m osquitos 
only 
breed 
in 
stagnant waters, such as water 


standing in old tires, birdbaths, 
and other such areas where 
water may accumulate and 
stand Evans told the group that 
it only takes ten days for the 
mosquito eggs to hatch, and 
with more mosquitos, obviously 
the chance of the disease 
spreading is enlarged He said 
the best way to solve the 
problem is to dispose of any 
water that can be standing in 
any type of container He added 
that it doesn’t take much water 
for the breeding to take place, 
and the amount of water in a 
small glass can breed as many 
as 500 or 1,000 mosquitos 
He 
also said the emergency of an 
outbreak has passed, but it is 
still possible that cases could be 
discovered.

Peace Talks Nix In

While fighting with tanks and 
rockets thundered in Beirut’s 
suburbs, the latest proposal for 
peace talks floundered today 
over reported opposition

President 
Suleiman 
Franjieh, who was not invited 
to participate. 
Moslem and Christian mili­ 
tary spokesmen both reported 
fighting across Lebanon’s main 
battlefronts Tuesday but said it 
was 
heaviest 
in 
the 
Ain- 
Rummaneh-Chiah axis in south­ 
east 
Beirut, 
where 
street 
fighting claim ed at least 65 
dead over the past 24 hours. 
Mixing its diplomacy with 
muscle, Syria reportedly began 
massing more of its forces at 
the mountain town of Sofar, 15 
miles southeast of Beirut. Both 
rightist and leftist sources said 
they expected a new Syrian 
m ilitary th ru st if the latest 
peace efforts collapse. 
Leftist 
military spokesmen 
said Syrian troops deployed in 
the south shelled their positions 
around the port of Sidon, 30 
miles south of Beirut. Rightists 
said they stormed the village of 
Salima, killing 23 Palestinians, 
in 
fighting 
in 
the 
central 
mountains northeast of Beirut. 
The peace proposal was for a 
meeting among Syrian Prem ier 
Abdel 
R ahm an 
Khleifawi, 
Palestinian 
guerrilla 
leader 
Yasser Arafat and Lebanese 
president-elect Elias Sarkis at 
Chatura in the Syrian-controlled 
Bekaa valley. 
If held, 
it 
would 
be 
the 
highest-level meeting between 
Syria and the Palestinians since 
their relations fell apart with 
the entry of Syrian troops last 
March. 
But after preliminary talks 
Tuesday, 
it 
looked like 
the 
meeting would not come off. 


Although all the participants 
agreed to attend, opposition 
came from the radical rightist 
Christian Kfour front led by 
Franjieh. who was reportedly 
piqued by the fact he was not 
invited to attend. 
Rightist sources said Fran­ 
jieh felt that he, not Sarkis, 
should represent the Lebanese 
side at any talks because he is 
still the legal president, if only 
for eight more days.

The discounts being offered 
by Abilene Exxon dealers are 
part of an Exxon trial program 
brought about 
by 
pressures 
from consumer groups. 
The consumer groups reason 
the cost of selling on credit is 
reflected 
in 
the 
price 
of 
gasoline and since cash custom­ 
ers don’t use the credit they 
shouldn’t have to help pay for 
it. 


“Most of the customers don’t 
really know w hat’s going on 
yet,” 
said 
Ron 
Davis, 
an 
employe at Stonegate’s station. 
“We have to explain it to them. 
“We 
have 
gotten 
a 
bad 
reaction from 
some of our 
credit card custom ers. They 
don’t like it much. They tell 
me, ‘When we paid cash they 
wanted us to use credit cards, 
and now that we use credit 
cards they want cash. 


“Our cash customers, though, 
yeah, they like it.” 
Davis said in the few days 
the discounts had been offered 
he had no regular credit card 
customers switch to cash.

Congrats, Dick 


Dick Pea, who many will rem em ber as a member 
of the local police force a few years back, has been 
doing some terrific job in his position as the Director 
of the Division of School Traffic Safety. It is an easy 
statem ent to make, as Indiana school bus accidents 
were down by 12.3 percent in the 1975-76 school year. 
Dr. Harold H. Negley, Superientendent of the In­ 
diana Departm ent of Public Instruction released 
those figures a few days ago, but not only has the 
number of accidents decreased from 545 in the 1974 
school year to 478 in the 1975 school year, injuries 
decreased IO percent from 93 to 84 in the sam e period 
of time. 
Negley was quoted as saying that the record was 
excellent, and it was excellent because of the efforts 
of Pea. “ It’s a tribute to the efforts of Dick Pea, to the 
efficiency of the new Indiana laws increasing the 
frequency of school bus inspection, and to the efforts 
of the 9,000 drivers of Indiana’s school buses. 
Indiana school buses transport approximately 
700,000 Hoosier pupils to and from school, an average 
of 340,000 miles per day. During the 1975-76 school 
year, school bus drivers made 70,000 field and ac­ 
tivities trips traveling over 4 million miles. There was 
only one accident for every 135,000 miles traveled, 
and one accident involving injury for every 768,000 
miles traveled by Indiana school buses in the 1975-76 
school year. The figures for the 1974-75 school year 
were one accident for every 645,000 miles, and one 
injury accident for every 110,000. A definite im­ 
provement. 
As good as the record is, there is still room for 
improvement, as exemplified by Negley himself. 
The administration would like to remind all motorists 
they m ust stop their vehicles any time a school bus 
stops with red lights flashing and its signal arm ex­ 
tended to load or unload passengers. Motorists do not 
need to stop if the bus is on the opposite side of a four- 
lane highway separated by a divider strip of 20 feet or 
more, but there are no such roads in Rush County. 
Every time a school bus stops, Rush County motorists 
must also stop. 
Part of the responsibility lies with the parents of 
children who ride the buses. They m ust teach their 
children how to avoid unnecessary dangers while 
waiting for the bus and while riding them. 
Riders should be prom pt in reaching pick-up points 
both before and after school. While riding, students 
should rem ain seated and obey the driver of the bus. 
They should not yell or shout at fellow riders or out 
the window, to avoid distracting the driver. They 
should also pay attention to avoid missing their stops 
and notify the driver im mediately if a stop is missed. 
After getting off the school bus, children should 
move away from it. In crossing the street, they should 
do so in front of the bus and make sure the driver can 
see them, and always be on the alert for approaching 
traffic from both directions. 
All it can do is save lives. And Dick Pea would be

Uneasy Senate

can, 77-year-old Sen 
John Sparkm an and 
75year-old Sen John Stennis flipping a coin 
for the chairm anship of the new Senate 
National Security Committee. 
Not that it will happen But it could. 
An effort is under way to overhaul the 
Senate's badly outdated com m ittee system 
and 
its 
mushrooming 
complex

subcom m ittees 
A staff working paper has been prepared 
listing three possible approaches. 
Plan No. I is the most modest. It would 
retain the present 31 com m ittees but cut the 
num ber of com m ittees and subcom m ittees 
on which a senator can serve 
Plan No. 2 cuts the 31 com m ittees to 12. 
Plan No. 3 is the most radical. It cuts the 
31 
to 
5 
overseer 
com m ittees 
with 
60 
subcom m ittees contrasted to the present 171 
subcommittees. 


Because the Senate is highly resistant to 
change of any kind, options No 2 and No 3 
are 
too 
far 
out 
to 
be 
even 
seriously 
considered 
certainly not in January. 
But there m ay be enough appeal in No I 
as m ore and more senators concede the 
present system leads to s c h e d u l i n g 
difficulties, inefficient use of their tim e, and 
as the draft states ‘ ‘ u n s y s t e m a t i c 
law making and oversight and inadequate 
anticipation of m ajor problem s.” 
The basic "characteristics" of plan No I* 
should not raise too many hackles As usual, 
senators who might bt' forced to vacate 
com m ittee posts under the new program 
almost certainly would be ‘ grandfathered’’ 
in for life. 
But the so-called "m ajor options" are the 
intriguing features of plan No 
I because 
they would pit against each other in furious 
debate the senior barons, jealously guarding 
their dom ains 


One of the "m ajor options” of No. I is a 
m erging of the Armed Services and Foreign 
Relations Committee into a new National 
Security Committee. 
Would either Sparkm an, the chairm an of 
Foreign Relations, or Stennis, the chairm an 
of Armed Services, give up their hard-won 
thrones. Not likely. 
With the exception of the Joint Atomic 
Com m ittee, which would be abolished, the 
other com m ittees would stay as they are but 
get new tasks more in keeping with today’s 
needs 
All energy m atters — now spread among 
several com m ittees — would go to the 
Interior and Energy Com m ittee. The Public 
Works 
comm ittee 
would 
handle 
t h e 
envirom enta! p r o b l e m s 
Transportation 
legislation would fall 
to 
the Commerce 
Com mittee. 
The Senate Finance Com m ittee would lose 
som e of its nontax revenue duties, a move 
not likely to please C hairm an Russell B. 
liOng, while plan No I would create a new 
Health and Nutrition Com m ittee. 
Another “ major option” is rotation of 
c o m m i t t e e a n d s u b c o m m i t t e e 
chairm anships — an idea that might have 
some appeal to a first-term er but very little 
for a senator who has patiently waited for 
those senior to him to get beaten, retire or 
die. 
Under the working paper proposal, a 
chairm an would serve perhaps two or three 
congresses He could stay on the com m ittee 
as bottom man but would be nudged to go 
seek leadership positions on a n o t h e r 
com m ittee 
“ Rotation is proposed as a way to enable 
m any m ore senators to have leadership 
opportunities,” the working paper states 
lf that proposal ever com es to a vote it 
w ill not break on party lines but on seniority 
—those who got it will want to keep It, 
those who don’t will try to get it.

Farmbelt Voting

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Richard Lyng, 
the head of the farm division of the Ford 
cam paign com m ittee, predicts the GOP will 
“do well” in harvesting farm belt votes this 
fall.

Business Today 
Beer Gains Status

— 
Beer, 
f o r 
generations the poor 
m an’s 
nondescript 
beverage, at last is becoming a status drink. 
This phenomenon has developed slowly in 
,,jhe United States. Along the way scores of 
local and regional brew eries have gone 
broke, unable to m eet the competition and 
huge advertising budgets of the prestigious 
national and im ported beers. 
The change began when beer drinking 
moved out of the corner tavern into the 
home. This forced brew ers to shift much of 
their output from kegs for draft sale to 
bottles and cans, magnified the im portance 
of the brand label and gave m arketers of the 
more prestigious brands the opportunity to 
exploit status. 


The producers of half a dozen big national 
brands, the Milwaukee and St. Louis beers 
in particular, w ere the beneficiaries of this 
trend 
while 
Carling, 
a 
Canadian 
firm , 
invaded the m arket with great success by 
establishing several U.S. breweries. 
But 
even some very old and widely known 
regional brands disappeared. 
Beer has gained further status in the last 
five years with the rem arkable growth of 
imports. “ Im ports have been growing by 20 
per cent annually since 1971 even though 
retail prices run around 75 cents a bottle," 
says Paul 
Lohmeyer, 
whose All 
Brand 
Im porters, Inc., of New York, m arkets two 
of the most popular, Pilsner Urquell from 
Czechoslovakia and F o ster’s, an Australian 
beer that in only five years has pushed its 
way to third place among the 
150-odd 
imported beers and ales sold in the United 
States. 


The two widest selling imported beers are 


H eineken's from Holland and Loewenbrau 
from Munich. 
But beer comes to the United States in 
bottles and cans, and som e in kegs, from 
alm ost every quarter of the globe. Britain, 
Canada, Cuba, D enm ark, Finland, India, 
Ireland, Japan, Mexico, Norway, Poland, 
Spain, Sweden and m any other countries 
share the m arket 
The Departm ent of Com m erce says the 
im ports are running currently at about 689 
million bottles a year. T h at’s only about I 
per cent of the total current U.S. m arket, 
but the imports are growing between four 
and five times as fast as the sales of the 
dom estic brewers. 


Lohmeyer thinks the m ain factors are the 
prestige of European brands that are from 
IOO to 500 years old and the trem endous 
variety of the foreign beers. “They vary in 
color from pale gold to real dark brown 
while nearly all A m erican beers are quite 
sim ilar in appearance,” he said. 
Sim ilarly, m any of the foreign beers have 
quite exotic flavors, he said, running from 
the very light Pilsners to heavy fruity or 
sharp high hops types 


On the other hand, only about three 
discernible types of A m erican beer are 
m arketed 
widely, 
a 
sharp 
beer 
like 
Anheuser-Busch’s Budweiser, the Milwaukee 
type beers, which are rath er like Pilsner, 
and the sparkling m alt liquors, which a ren ’t 
labeled beer or ale and taste a M .le like 
cham pagne.

perhaps as dogm atic about foreign beers as 
people have been for years about European 
wines.

the 1975 returns. 
The indictm ent also named

W olstencroft, 
managing 
director of Castle 
Bank and Trust Co. Ltd. of 
Nassau, the Baham as, who was 
charged with abetting Peynor 
by issuing a false affidavit to 
the IR S. 
While 
the 
indictment 
was 
being returned in U.S. District 
Court 
in 
Cleveland, 
Rep. 
Charles A. Vanik introduced a 
bill that would require the IRS 
to restore the question to the 


forms for 1976 when they are 
printed. 
Officials said the indictment 
was the first resulting directly 
from an 
investigation called 
“ Project Haven” which the IRS 
started but is now conducted by 
the Justice Department with 
IRS cooperation. 
The IRS found the number of 
taxpayers, who did not bother 
to check any answer to the 
question, rose from about 3 
million in 1971 and 1972 “to an 
astonishing 38 million in 1974” 
when it was moved to an inside 
page.

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Mexico City Is Place For Adventure After Dark 


MEXICO 
CITY 
(UPI) 
- 
Looking 
for adventure? 
Ifs 
easy to find on a Mexico City 
bus — especially after dark. 
The fare is only a nickel or a 
dime, but the ride is often far 
more costly. 
Updating the style of high­ 
waymen and stage-coach ban­ 
dits, roving bands of Mexican 
thieves board and 
ride the 
buses while robbing the passen­ 
gers. 
Even more active, although 


less flamboyant, are the pick­ 
pockets who thrive in jammed- 
packed vehicles. 
Armed with knives, pistols, 
iron bars and jagged bottle 
necks, holdup men ride many 
of 
the 
city’s 
thousands 
of 
overcrowded buses, often ter­ 
rorizing their victims. 
“Your money or your life” — 
the old refrain of holdup men 
throughout 
history 
is 
often 
communicated with a 
mere 
nod, or a menacing glance. 


. 
An unsuspecting passenger 
may suddenly catch a flash of 
cold steel and feel the knife 
pressing 
into 
his 
back. 
A 
whispered voice warns him to 
hand over his valuables “or 
else.” 
That is the style where only 
“selected” victims are terror­ 
ized and robbed. And in a 
packed bus, the other passen­ 
gers might well have no idea 
that anything is wrong. 
But frequently entire buses 


are commandeered and all the 
passengers divested of their 
belongings. This technique usu­ 
ally 
works 
best 
when 
the 
vehicle 
is 
not 
loaded 
to 
capacity, thereby giving the 
bandits more mobility. 
On the other hand, lack of 
space on board makes it an 
ideal working area for pick­ 
pockets. They reap rich har 
vests, sometimes ingeniously. 
One man hanging precarious 
ly to an open door as the bus 


roared along was confident his 
wallet was safely zipped up in 
his coat. 


He got 
off 
the 
bus and 
discovered the bottom of his 
coat had been slashed off, with 
the wallet inside 


On tourist routes a common 
trick is for one gang member 
deliberately 
to 
spill 
small 
change on the bus floor 
An 
obliging foreigner will 
bend 
over to help recover the coins 


and stand up again, minus his 
wallet. 


Even 
more 
blatant 
bus 
crimes exist. 
One off-duty driver 
recent­ 
ly arrested by police — would 
return to the bus depot for his 
vehicle every night and drive it 
round 
his 
daytime 
route, 
picking up passengers. 


As soon as he had about 20 
passengers aboard, he’d drive 
to 
a 
dark 
street 
where 


accomplices would relieve those 
on board of their valuables 


Police reckoned the gang — 
which averaged three trips a 
night 
— 
had 
earned 
about 
$8,000 over a period of only 
several months before it was 
caught. 


The city’s police force ap­ 
pears 
powerless 
to 
prevent 
most of the crime on buses. 
Their problem is accentuated 
by the arrival of an estimated 


10,000 “here-to-stay” newcom­ 
ers to the capital every day. 
The economic condition of 
most is such that their only 
form of transportation is the 
cheap one provided by buses. 
Naturally, they become poten­ 
tial victims of the muggers and 
pickpockets. 


There Is 
- Gentle Side 
To Pop Music

albums representing the gentler 
side of pop music:

Tucker —

— 
Country's child prodigy 
has 
grown up —• in more ways than 
one — and seems destined to 
make it very big in that nether 
world of pop music presently 
dominated by such lesser lights 
as Anne M urray and Olivia 
Newton-John. 
Five years ago, at age 13, 
Tanya Tucker stood country 
music on its collective ear with 
“ Delta 
Dawn.” 
And 
to 
the 
surprise 
of 
many 
cynical 
observers of the music busi­ 
ness. 
she 
proved 
to 
have 
staying power as well, turning 
out more than any young teen­ 
ager’s share of major hit songs, 
including one genuine classic, 
“Would You Lay With Me (In a 
Field of Stone).” 
Tanya is now an elegantly 
beautiful young woman of IS. 
and in "H ere’s .Some I>ove” she 
has an equally elegant record 
— a nearly perfect blend of 
traditional 
and 
progressive 
country with gentle rock 'n’ 
roll. 
Particularly 
nice 
are 
the 
opening track, "H ere’s Some 
Love” — a natural country-pop 
ballad — and "Short Cut," a 
solid rocker backed, surprisin­ 
gly, by strings and Billy Puett’s 
tasty flute 
Producer Jerry Crutchfield 
has 
given 
the 
album 
its 
Nashville gloss His uniformly 
tasteful 
arrangements 
range 
from almost straight electric 
rockability to rich strings while 
retaining an unapologetically 
commercial country feel 
But Tanya's voice 
is 
the 
jewel in Crutchfield's setting 
Always intimate and express­ 
ive, her singing has gained a 
great deal of sophistication 
Tanya builds on a tried and 
true country sound, but without 
falling into the easy, plaintive 
cliches. 


Crosby and Nash — "Whis­ 
tling Down the Wire” (ABC 
A BCD-956) — David Crosby and 
Graham Nash have neither the 
solid commercial instincts of 
Steve Stills nor the (occasional 
ly) affecting solemnity of Neil 
Young 
Hut with this album 
they establish their claim to the 
stylistic legacy of the group 
that made them all stars — 
Crosby, Stills. Nash and Young 


It’s almost b> 
default, of 
course. Stills and Young just 
can't keep it together, can't get 
along, either with each other or 
with their former compadres 
Crosby 
and 
Nash 
obviously 
have no such personality clash 


So here we have a pretty, 
clever, 
delicate 
album 
that 
affects more by understatement 
than 
through

boundary-stretching.
